The  Word  ='dei<agogue"  i.ieans  "leader  of  the  peoole".  It  is 
a  title  won  not  by  skill  in  administration,  nor  by  ■wisdon  in 
judfjei-'cnt,  nor  by  distinr-tion  in  personal  honour,  nor  by  the 
enotion?!  maturity  prerequisite  with  true  leadership.  To  lead 
the  rabble,  ono  need  only  inflaiiiu  th^ir  imagination.  To  govern 
and  dascinline  thcii,  much  more  is  necessary.  The  dei.agogue 
v*io  can  give  the  "much  more"  is  a  gen  of  very  rare  water  indeed- 
toorare,  With  this  in  rand,  consider  the  following. 

Should  fi  e  prefects,  the  Chosen  of  the  Seventh  p'orn,  be 
subject  to  election?  The  function  of  the  prefect  is  solely  dis- 
cj.plinary.  He  serves  as  a  prox""  for  the  adrdnistration,  vjhose 
image  he  holds  in  his  hands,  whose  reputation  as  disciplinarians 
is  at  his  mercv.   In  voting  for  prefects.  Seventh  Formers  never  pick 
the  rig'  t  man,-  they  Dick  their  closest  friend.  The  de:npgogue 
triuinphs.  The  prefectship  is  inundatt  d  with  demagogues  who  either 
accept  the  perquisites  of  t'  e  offict  and  shirk  the  responsibilitES, 
or  become  sadist jc  martinets.   In  this  iianner,  the  institution  cf 
the  nref'  ctshDD  has  lost  the  reSDect  of  the  lower  grades,   I  know 
of  two  prefects  in  the  lot  who  perform  their  duties  -nBll,  The  pre- 
fectship has  struck  bottom, 

Tii.Te  was  v*ien  the  present  system  served  the  school  nobly; 
but  the  old  line  of  Selvmsians  has  d-'^ndled  gradually  into  abeyamce, 
?fe  are  spineless  men  if  \re   ring  out  this  school  year  vdthout  ■taking 
severe  reformatory  Pleasures  to  the  organization  under  whose  lax  and 


insipid  ministrations  languish  the  pride,     the  discipline,     the 
grand  soul  of  Sclvrfn  House.      Here  is  rry  plan. 

Rather  than  suddenly  foist  tho  yoke  of  roSTOnsibility  on  Ithe 
totally  unprepared  Sevonth-Forrticrs,      the  Sixth  iiust  have  a  taste  of 
authority,  oorhaDS  as  lieuter\ants  to  the  Seventh.      It  may  also  be 
in  ord(  r  for  the  sixth  to  delegate  their  authority  to  boys  of  the 
lower  fnr'-is  ,     ivho  would  eo.rr.  soiiie  sort  of  non-nonetal  remuneration 
for  th^ir  services.     The  orefoctshir)  should  be  onen  to  both  the  Sixth 
and  Seventh,      although  standards  of  conduct  should  be  especially  high 
in  th^  Sixth,      Itoys  in  t!  e  lower  foras     night  be  assigned  some   of 
the  riore  i  undane  duties  of  the  prefects  by  the  Senior  }'astor,     with 
those  who  default  on  their  duties  being  dealt  a  detention,      or  seme 
other  punishment.      The  title    "prefect"  and  the  priviledges  with  v,^nich 
it  is  associated  should  be  rt.f>arded  try  the  Senior  Master  on  a  r.srit 
system. 

In  this  ranner  I  bc;lieve  that  the  prefect  system  can  emerge 
froi.i  the  antideluvian  ineffectuality  of  the  late  sixty's  to  be  Iflae 
prii-ie  iiachine  for  bolstering  the  integrity  of  Selr.yn  in  the  seventy's. 
If  it  is  not  reformed,      it  were   better  to  be  abolished.      I  stated 
earlier  that  the  old  line  of  Selwusians  had  fallen  into  abeyance; 
I  ;iean  by  thorn  the  Sclvmsians  of  the  Selvnisian  Golden  Age    (the  tvircnty's), 
yftiose  staunchly  asthetic  upbringing  inculcated  in  them  the  discipline 
necessarv  to  sustain  a  prefoct  system  such  as  that  ive  have  been 
burdened  with    'til  thcj  present.     We  lack  such  discipline,     and  the 
prefcctship   (whose  purpose   is  to  bring  about  discipline)     must  be 
altered  to  provide  for  our  weakness.     Let  us  set  about  the  renaissance 
of  the  school  with  a  battle  crv  in  our  hearts  and  the  strength  of 
deterv'iiration  in  our  hands.     Enough  apathy.     Enough  talk,

Paul  Leger  as  a  guest  speaiter.IIe  haranjed  a  special  assembly 
consisting  of  S .K.S .students, girls  from  Sacred  Heart (who  slight- 
ly distracted  the  boys), and  parents. He  started  by  recalling 
his  rise  to  the  archbishopric , then  immediately  shifted  to  his 
major  concern: poverty  and  hunger  in  the  Third  V'Orld(inost  of 
Africa  and  Asia). He  cited  tremendous  figures  contrasting  our 
standards  to  those  in  Africa:i.e .in  Chad, "the  typical  man  earns 
ten  dollars  a  year. Here  you  ask  your  parents  for  that  amount 
for  one  weekend". He  claimed  that  it  was  our"responsibility"to 
alleviate  the  poverty  in  the  Third  'A'orld  because  we  are  v/ell- 
off .He  recalled  his  missionary  v,ork  in  Africa  stating  that  it 
needs  much  more  money  and  several  specialized  doctors. He  fin- 
ished by  retelling  a  story  of  how  two  people  approached  him 
in  an  airport, and  entrusted  him  with  their  relations  to  look 
after  during  a  trip  to  Paris. The  moral  of  this, he  said, was 
that"if  everyone  could  trust  each  other, like  those  tv/o  in  the 
airport, then  our  world  would  be  perfect  and  different'.', -n.h.

The  r.rt  of  Conducting. 

'■'  Conducting  is  £ener-.lship  on  t'.ie  b-.ttlefield  of 
nusic.''  The  varied  instruments  require  a  general  overseeing. 
The  rausici^^.n  is  often  un:.ble  to  interrelate  his  instrument 
with  the  others  in  ,  concert. i.orever, the  united  sound  of 
the  intruments  involves  ?.  fre-^t  deal  more  than  togetherness. 
The  composition, so  ps  tc  be  felt  as  •  work  of  ;rt, involves 
an  understanding  by  the  conductor  as  v/ell  f>.B  by  the  musicians. 

The  conductor  is  often  pictured  ns  ^   man  with  a  wooden 
rod  that  is  wrved  about  incessently  v;ithout  anjr  apparent  need. 
The  baton  itself  only  c?me  into  being  after  the  Beethoven  era. 
Originally, the  master  would  fold  up  a  piece  of  paper  and  use 
thp.t  rs  his  bpton,Hov;ever,two  men  \;ere  influential  in  the 
iutroduction  of  personal  display  on  the  part  of  the  conductor. 
At  the  Mannheim  school  Johann  Stamitz  became  nr.tionally-wide 
Icnown  as  did  Von  Eulov.'.His  style  W'.s  one  of  detail  to  partic- 
ulars c.nd  one  of  feverish  intensity. 

In  many  are-.s,dif f erent  groups  of  musicians  experiment- 
ed with  modes  which  often  reached  the  extreme. In  1922, the 
Moscov/  orchestra  '  rersir.!f«nB '  vias  formed.  It  employed  no 
conductor, the  theory  being  that  the  members  of  an  orchestra 
"have  the  right  to  tie  same  degree  of  personal  freedom 
^.nd  responsibility  as  those  of  a  chamber-music  combination,^' 

Conducting  has  two  important  facets  to  it .Firstly, the 
satisff.ctory  perform-Lnce  which  re-expresses  the  sentiment 
felt  by  the  composer  during  the  period  that  he  wrote  the 
work. Aside  from  the  interprotational  aspect  of  the  v;ork,a 
conductor  must  assure  the  composer  and  the  audience  that  he 
is, in  fact , presenting  a  v;ork  of  .-rt. Thus, technically,  the 
work  must  have  a  continuity, v/hether  it  is  sli.'^htly  too  fast 
or  is  barely  audible. The  conductor  must  possess  an  ability 
for  the  feel  of  the  art.oimply,hi6  own  natural  talent 
reflects  on  the  entire  playing  of  the  piece. 

One  of  the  greatest  conductors  v/is  j^rturo  Tosc^-nini. 
David  V/i-.lter,v/ho  played  under  Toscanini  once  said  th-.t 
''  there  were  men  in  the  orchestra  who  v/ould  have  preferred 
i.\  peaceful  existence  without  Toscanini  to  the  strenuous 
one  with  him. But  speaking  for  myself,!  can  say  that  when  I 
was  worn  out  at  the  end  of  e.   Toscanini  rehearsal  I  did  not 
mind, it  had  been  an  endlessly  fascinating  and  exciting  ex- 
perience.•■
